It is best 
adapted to sandy and loamy soils with a mellow or por- 
ous subsoil. The ground should be naturally drained, 
as it will not flourish well when the subsoil holds the 
water for a prolonged period at any season of the year. 
Some alfalfa growers sow their seed broadcast, but the 
Experiment Station at Brookings, S. D., finds that it 
does better there when drilledin. If put in the latter 
way, we advise drilling the seed both length and cross- 
ways, say half quantity each way, in order to secure a 
more even stand. From twelve to eighteen pounds of 
seed should be sown to the acre as soon as danger of 
severe freezing is over. It is considered to be a good 
plan to not pasture the first year, but allow a good 
strong growth for winter protection to the roots. It is 
more difficult to establish the first year, but will, when 
once started, produce from two to four crops of fin€ hay 
yearly. Professor Simpson of the Deaf Mute School 
says that there is nothing like it. He is loud in his 
praises of it.
